Mr. Quintard Peters and Mr. Culpepper at 
the office of the Atlanta Street Railway com- 
pany. Mr. Ed Peters announced that the 
stockholders of the company had decided to 
accept the offer for their property made to 
them. The necessary papers were then 
drawn up. 

By that time it was after banking hours, and 
no payment was made. Today the gcntlemen 
will meet again, when the first payment will 
be made. The greater part 
money will not, however, be paid until May 
ist. Atabout that time tle new purchasers 
will take formal possession of the property.

The Railroad Question in Dublin. 

Dusuix, Ga., April 9%.—{Special.}—The 
railroad question is the main topic of conversation 
here now. The temporary injunction that was 
| served last week has aroused all the curiosity of an 
interested public. 

The 24th instant has been appointed by Judge 
Roberts to hear the case, aud if sufficient reason 
cannot be shown why sueh is not the case, an in- 
junction will be granted against the main road from 
the point where it diverges from the original right 
of way to the warehouse, a distance of two 
hundred yards. These two hundred yards are 
of vast importance to the road and tothe public, as 
all approach to the road at its terminus will be cut 
eutirely off, as the road diverges from its first mght 
| of way on a long and high trestle. Should this ins 
| juction be granted the depot, now altogether too far 
from the town, will be moved much farther, unicss 
other arrangements can be made, 

The river freightis now delivered to the boat 
above the warehouse, and in this way the «river 
trafic goes on, though very inconvenient! ly. Presis 
dent homas has assured Captain 
Henry that = all river freights shall 
be delivered to him at all events, even if 
the injunction is granted arrangements Jwill be 
made to deljiver this freight. Itisindeed unforiu- 
nate thatthe matter cannot be comproiised, but 
the contesting parities cannot agree on @ compro- 
mise. It seems just that the railroad should be als 
lowed togive bond for any damages a jury may give 
Dr. Hightower when the case is tried on its merits. 

The railroad is willing to pay reasonable dam- 
ages, but it, thinks $1,500 decidedly too much. 
Everyone isanxiously await:ng the final decision, 
and trugiing that it will be so settled that our thriy- 
ing town will be no loser in the matter. 


Baron Erlag&ger, the noted Trench capital- 
ist, who is one of the heaviest owners of southern 
railroad property. is inthis country and will soon 
make a tour of the south. Although he has for years 
been interested in Amerioan railroad securities, 
this is his first visit to this country. He is the lars 
gest individual railroad owner in the world ne xt to 
Jay Gould. 

Baron E-ianger’s connection with southern rails 
roads is one of the results of a pretty romance. His 
wife is a southern girl, the daughter of Slidell, the 
confederate leader who was, with Mason, captured 
on the Trent while on their way to England. After 
the war Miss Slidell’s father resided in Paris and 
the daughter became the wife of Baron Erlanger. 

It was through his wife that he became interested 
in these propertics in the soutn, The Erlanger 
property is the Queen and Crescent sysiem. 

Baron Erlanger was interviewed in New York. of 
course, and talked of upon railroad matters in gen- 
eral. He says that confidence in American railroad 
securities was considerably shaken by the tumble 
which stocks took last summer after the troubles ou 
the Burlington and other western roads, 

“T believe the inter-state commerce act is a good 
thing,’ hesaid. “It compels the railroads to show 
Plainly how they stand atall times. Stockholders 
are thus not kept in the dark, and this gives them 
more contidence,”’ 

The baron has the 
Gould, whom he considers a‘ 
man.’
